In preparing this week's issue the editors of Lire feel they 
have scored a victory over spunk water—our term for a 
state of mind from which all journalism, including our 
own, is prone to suffer. 

The term comes from an incident a few years ago when 
Lire, Time and Fortune jointly sponsored an advertise- 
ment which showed a boy in the woods washing his warty 
hands in rain water from the hollow of an old stump. The 
ad began with the words, “You mean to say you never 
heard of spunk water for warts? Ask Grandpa—he'll tell 
you.” Well, some months later Fortune Editor William 
H., Whyte Jr. was looking for some horrible examples of 
institutional advertising to put into a series of articles 
which later became a book, Is Anybody Listening?— and he 
found and gloried in the spunk water ad, Whyte points out 
that in the case of at least 30 million Americans, Grandpa 
could certainly not have told them about spunk water, 
which is strictly a U.S. legend, because Grandpa happened 
to be living in Italy, Germany or some other foreign coun- 
try at the time. And even native-born grandparents would 
have had to come from a tiny section of Mississippi River 
country where the phrase spunk water actually was used

for rain water in a stump, and the water was actually be- 
lieved to cure warts, For all practical purposes, spunk wa- 
ter is strictly a literary invention—it comes right from the 
pages of Mark Twain’s Tom Sawyer. 

‘The spunk water approach is not confined to journalism. 
All Americans tend to view their nation with a kind of 
rustic nostalgia that often bears little relation to the facts. 
We all tend to believe—and those of us who grew up in 
the biggest cities seem to believe it the most—that Amer- 
ica is strictly a nation of little red schoolhouses, little 
white churches, church sociables, pie suppers, home-made 
apple butter, elm trees, Main Streets and porch swings. 

The fact is that the majority of Americans now live in 
cities, and that the paved courtyard of the apartment house 
is now much more representative than the meadow behind 
the barn. And what makes this spunk-water week is that 
we have what we think is an exceptionally fine pictorial 
study of the big city—Cornell Capa’s photos of the East 
Bronx in the story called Melting Pot Politics on pages 
125 through 131. There is absolutely no spunk water in 
the East Bronx. But there is, even aside from the politics, 
a great deal of important modern-day Americana on view.

KOREAN ISSUE 


Dread Autumn, harvest-season of « death, 
The Roman poet Horace might have written 
this of Korea in October 1952. After more than 
a year of fruitless truce talks, bitter fighting 
had begun again. The battlegrounds had names 
so familiar they seemed a part of the homeland 
—White Horse Hill, Jane Russell Hill. And the 
fighting men, with the grim humor peculiar to 
the American GI (see below, right) were them- 
selves reflecting another striking fact of the 
stateside autumn scene. 

The war had become an issue—if not the 
issue—in the election. All Americans seemed 
to agree that the U.S, had had no choice but 
to resist the Communist aggression in Korea. 
The questions they argued everywhere were: 
How did we blunder into a situation that led 
to a war that seemingly we could not win? And 
how could we end the wai 

On the first question the Administration 
was under Republican fire. In a speech made 
in 1950, six months before the Communist at- 
tack, Secretary of State Dean Acheson had left 
Korea outside the U.S. “defensive perimeter.” 
This, the Republicans charged, had been an 
invitation to aggression. It was then that Mr. 


Truman personally moved to strike a counter- 
blow. It was the military, not the diplomats, 
said the President, who had recommended that 
the U.S. quit Korea—and the man who had 
been Chief of Staff then had concurred in the 
fateful decision, His name was Eisenhower. 
This was at best a half-truth. The true ac- 
count was hardly that simple nor could it all 
be known, for much of it is still top secret. 
The non-Truman version, told by General 
Eisenhower, was that the Joint Chiefs of Staff

recommended the U.S. quit Korea—in the event 
of World War Ill. Said he, “I didn’t foresee 
that—three years later—the Secretary of State 
would transiate that strictly military appraisal 
for war conditions into a peacetime political 
decision . . . [and] make it public to a po- 
tential enemy.” Another general had also been 
asked whether the U.S. should withdraw—and 
if the South Koreans were able to police their 
country. General MacArthur had also said yes 
—but with his assent he had also urged “other 
considerations.” He first warned that there was 
no likelihood of peace between the North and 
South Koreans, second that the Soviet Union 
was dead set against uniting the country under 
a non-Communist regime. Moreover he said 
that in event of a North Korean attack the 
South Koreans could not defend themselves. 
The first part of his answer was accepted. The 
warning was ignored. 

To the second great question—how could 
we end the war?—no one, including General 
Eisenhower, had an answer. Transcending pol- 
itics there remained a hard reality that would 
confront whichever man won the election.

—about the charge of “softness toward Com- 
munism,” It rests not against the whole 
Democratic party but against its Acheson 
faction. Other members of this faction are 
Philip Jessup, Eleanor Roosevelt and a host 
of lesser fry, including until recently John 
S. Service and Owen Lattimore. Service, 
long protected by Acheson, was fired last 
December on doubt of his loyalty. Latti- 
more’s pro-Communism was made clear in 
the McCarran hearings. On the periphery of 
this faction one finds the trail of Alger Hiss. 

The Acheson faction watched the victories 
of Mao with feelings ranging from compla- 
cence to connivance. It has steadily defend- 
ed subversives in the government with cries 
of “red herring” and “witch hunt.” It has 
shown a glassy inability to admit a mistake. 
It has been responsible for our foreign pol- 
icy during a time when Communism en- 
slaved 600 million people. And since treason 
was afoot during this calamity, it is natural 
to wonder whether treason may not explain 
more of it than we know, That is the real 
reason for McCarthyism: some grounds for 
wholesome doubt exist. 

Take the President’s Loyalty Program. Be- 
fore it was started in 1947, Byrnes’s State 
Department had a regulation which allowed 
it to fire anyone of whose loyalty there was 
“reasonable doubt.” In a test case Carl Aldo 
Marzani, who had concealed his past mem- 
bership in the Communist party, was so fired. 
Whereupon, after Byrnes resigned, the Loy- 
alty Program came along and shifted the bur- 
den of proof. For the next four years, to fire 
a suspected subversive, there had to be “rea- 
sonable grounds” for believing him presently 
disloyal. That meant that doubts previously 
resolved in favor of the government were 
thereafter resolved in favor of the individ- 
ual. From 1947 until last December no State 
Department employe was fired on loyalty 
grounds. Among congressmen concerned 
with the problem, State’s protection of its 
own was an open scandal (see “The Animal 
Kingdom,” /eft). Finally ex-Senator Hiram 
Bingham became chairman of the Loyalty 
Review Board, forced a shift of the burden 
of proof back to “reasonable doubt and 
paid a special call on Acheson. Since Janu- 
ary, State has managed to find three “rea- 
sonably doubtful” loyalty cases. Meanwhile 
hundreds have been allowed to resign. 

‘Thus the whole pre-Bingham Loyalty Pro- 
gram can be interpreted as a plot to protect 
subversives under the guise of protecting 
the government. It need not be so interpret- 
ed. One can instead take State’s professed 
concern for “fairness to the individual” at 
face value. Similarly it is unnecessary to 
blame the fall of China on treason. The 
accurate charge is softness, proved by atti- 
tude and by results. 

Adlai Stevenson rejects even this charge. 


Yet his own attitude aligns him with the 
Acheson faction. 

In his San Francisco speech he disclosed 
a soft readiness for “negotiation and adjust- 
ment” with Stalin (Lire, Sept. 22). Earlier 
he ridiculed Republicans who “hunt Com- 
munists in the Bureau of Wild Life and Fish- 
cries.” Attempting a serious discussion of 
the subversive problem at Detroit, Oct. 7, 
he praised the loyalty program of 1947 and 
said we should leave Communists to the 
“cautious, silent professionals” of the FBI. 

Actually the FBI has a minor role in the 
loyalty program. It cannot fire or indict any- 
body or even evaluate the evidence it col- 
lects. As David Lawrence wrote, “If the 
President and Secretary of State choose to 
laugh off charges and reverse loyalty boards, 
as has happened again and again, there isn’t 
much that the FBI can do about it except 
groan in anguished silence.” Stevenson dis- 
closed other misunderstandings of the loy- 
alty program in this same speech. 

Finally, Stevenson argued the question of 
where Communists come from. According 
to him, they are children of the Great De- 
pression, sired by Republicans, reformed by 
the Democrats. “We have met and destroyed 
this disease as it has not been met and de- 
stroyed in any other country in the world.” 
The Republicans, on the other hand, are still 
encouraging Communism by their opposi- 
tion to price controls! Thus Stevenson, 

To see Communism in such terms is al- 
most as soft-headed as to see it as the wave 
of the future. “Belly Communism” is not 
the problem, We face a world-wide conspi- 
racy of the mind, the will and the gun. It is 
the armed nemesis of all societies, whether 
rich or poor, that have ceased to understand 
and value their own freedom aright. Even 
good economics are not the answer to it, It 
was not poverty that killed Masaryk and en- 
slaved Czechoslovakia, or put Alger Hiss at 
Roosevelt's side at Yalta. It is not rural elec- 
trification (however necessary and desirable) 
that will keep India from going Communist. 
The all-economic appraisal of Communism is 
a widespread error of our intellectuals which 
betrays their inadequacy to the task of com- 
bating it. 

Still another four years of Achesonian or 
Stevensonian softness toward Communism 
could conceivably be disastrous to the cause 
of freedom. More likely it would mean con- 
tinued retreat, enlarged McCarthyism, and a 
general nostalgia for the boyish certitudes of 
Harry Truman. 

Fortunately no such prospect is necessary. 
Ike would completely change the pattern. 
His grasp of the Communist problem is deep- 
er than Stevenson’s; his caution towards it 
is that of a strategist, not a Hamlet; and 
he is absolutely sound on civil liberties and 
on the kind of “fairness to the individual” 
that could replace a chronic loyalty prob- 
Jem with high morale.

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EISENHOWER’S CAMPAIGN 


WITH FIVE DIXIE STATES IN DOUBT, REPUBLICAN GAINS IN OLD 


EN General Eisenhower disregarded the 
dvice of some of his top strategists 
last September and decided to campaign ac- 
tively in the South he made a decision that 
will have lasting consequences to American 
polities for years to come. For it is now clear 
that nothing less than a political revolution 
has taken place in the South. 

Where formerly all 11 states of the old 
Confederacy were lumped together as “the 
solid South” with 128 electoral votes for the 
Democratic party, there are, as this is writ- 
ten three weeks before Election Day, five 
states in which the election could go either 
way. These states, in order of vulnerability 
to the Republican candidate, are Florida, 
South Carolina, Virginia, Texas and Louisi- 
ana. In two other states Eisenhower is con- 
ceded to have at least an outside chance: 
Tennessee and Alabama. 

Elsewhere in the South, though there can 
be little hope for the Republicans, an active 
campaign for the Republican candidate is 
being carried on, in some states for the first 
time since 1876. Whatever happens, the 
general seems likely to attract the greatest 
popular vote ever given a Republican candi 
date in the South. 

These findings are based on personal in- 
ion in five states and the reports of 
’s correspondents in others. The full 
scope and significance of the southern polit- 
ical revolution is little understood in other 
regions, particularly in the North. For many 
decades there has not been a vestige of the 
arty system in most southern states. 
w states where a permanent Repub- 
lican minority contested elections, the out- 
come in presidential campaigns has rarely 
been in doubt. Since the important races 
were decided in the state Democratic pri- 
maries, Dixie might well have been another 
country so far as presidential elections were 
concerned. Most citizens took a detached in- 
terest in them but few felt impelled to work 
for the candidate or go to the polls and vote. 

Even in 1948 when South Carolina’s na- 
tive son Strom Thurmond was running on 
the Dixiecrat ticket only 143,000 out of 
480,000 registered voters went to the polls 
in November. But this year the Eisenhower 
invasion of the South has produced new 
highs in registration records and promises to 
bring out masses of new voters. The rank 
and file voters seem to feel they now have as 
real a stake in the election as the party pro- 
fessionals in the courthouse. 

The long entrenchment of the Democratic 
party in the South was a bequest of the Re- 
construction era following the Civil War, 
when Federal troops supported Republican 
state administrations at the bayonet point. 
The Democratic party of the South naturally 
became the symbol of white supremacy in 
states where blacks and carpetbagging whites 
governed by Federal dictate. Economics was 
an influence too, though less powerful than 
history because of the Democrats’ tradition- 
al support of low tariffs and agriculture. 

After Reconstruction, changes came more 
rapidly in economics than in politics to the 


South. Even though big industry thrust it- 
self in among the cotton fields the South has 
remained loyal to the Democrats with only 
two exceptions: in 1928, when the dry and 
Protestant Southerners deserted wet and 
Catholic Al Smith; and in 1948, when the 
Dixiecrats detached four states from the 
Democratic column. Neither of these rebel- 
lions, however, cut so deeply into the base of 
the Democratic party as Eisenhower's cam- 
paign appears to have done. In 1928 a sur- 
prising number of party leaders remained 
loyal to the party, as did many states. The 
Dixiecrats achieved their results by using 
the Democratic party machinery to manu- 
facture Dixiecrat votes; they had to assure 
their voters that they were still considered 
good Democrats 

Between these past rebellions and the pres. 
ent upheaval in the South there is the dil 
ference between a Model T and a Model 
°52. It is true that like the Dixiecrat vote 
the Eisenhower movement represents pro- 
test. It is true also that Eisenhower profits 
from regional concern about regional issues 
—civil rights and the tidelands—which have 
been responsible in part for swinging three 
governors against Stevenson and over to 
Eisenhower, 

Some Southerners express a zeal and de- 
votion for Eisenhower matched by few north- 
ern followers. For instance Winton Blount, 
chairman of the Citizens for Eisenhower in 
Alabama, says, “If the Southerners mean 
the things that they have been saying since 
1860, I don’t see how they can vote for any- 
body but Eisenhower.” 

But while many Southerners agree with 
him there are other southern politicians who 
feel that Ike’s election would mean the be- 
inning of the end of their favored position. 
They are prepared to fight to the end to pre- 
vent his entering the White House, not so 
much because they worry about the presi- 
dency but because they wonder what will 
happen back home as a result. When the 
new Democratic National Chairman, Stephen

Mitchell, met with the southern national 
committeemen in Atlanta, one of them ex- 
horted his fellow committeemen, “If you 
give those - the presidency this year, 
they will want the courthouse next year.” 

‘The average Eisenhower volunteer worker 
in the South, nominally Democratic though 
he may remain, bears a close resemblance to 
the Ike worker elsewhere in the country. 
There is no more typical southern leader for 
nhower, for instance, than W. S. Rea- 
a small but successful businessman 
of Columbia, S.C., who helped to organize 
the South Carolini: for Ike. “Il am not a 
politician,” he said, “but I was sick and tired 
of having my vote taken for granted.” As i 
the North, there is tremendous e1 
among the women.

the North. If the appearance of a Taft on Eisenhower's platform 
worries eastern liberals in the Republican party, the emergence 
of Truman as Stevenson's champion enrages and exasperates many 
who still remain loyal Democrats down South.

Florida: no bosses to guide her 


If ever a state was due for a change that state is Florida, About 
48% of her citizens are immigrants from other states, many from 
those which have long had a two-party system. As voters they defy 
simple ¢ h (Dade County) re- 
flect the metropolitan tensions of Metropolitan New York and Chi- 
cago. The “hog and hominy” counties in the north harbor the 
suspicious and reactionary ers,” but elsewhere there are 
to be found wealthy orange growers and cattlemen. TI 
views of anized labor dominate the Cuban 
‘Tampa. All over the state there is an aging population whose retire- 
ment allowances are pinched by the shrinking dollar. 

Just as the voters of Florida defy simple classification their lead- 
ers defy discipline. The tradition of the state, says V. O. Key cy Jr. in 
his book, Southern Politics, is “every candidate for himself. 

This is certainly true this year. Florida's senior senator, Spes 
sard L. Holland, has gone fishing during the campaign. The junior 
senator, George Smathers, declined to introduce Stevenson at 
Miami unless he could first explain where he differed with the can- 
didate on civil rights and tidelands. The invitation was with- 
drawn and Smathers made a brief nonspeaking appearance with

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the candidate on the platform but has done little else to help. 

The retiring governor, Fuller Warren, who achieved national 
notoriety for his refusal to cooperate with the Kefauver crime in- 
vestigation, also declined to introduce Mr. Stevenson, but for a 
more curious reason. “It may not be generally known,” he said, 
“but a small scattering of political dissidents in some areas of Flor- 
ida are somewhat less than enthusiastic about me. I do not want to 
stir up this miniscule minority against Governor Stevenson.” 

The Democratic candidate for governor, Dan McCarty, has de- 
voted himself assiduously and exclusively to his own campaign, 
while Democratic National Committeeman Richard Barker of 
Jacksonville early deserted Stevenson for Eisenhower. The leading 
political figure now campaigning for the Stevenson-Sparkman tick- 
et is ex-Senator Claude Pepper, who, like his fellow loyalists, 
stoutly affirms for publication that Stevenson will win. They say 
this bravely but admit the outcome will be close. 

Until Stevenson himself visited Miami and Tampa, Democratic 
hope of success was founded more on assumptions than demon- 
strated enthusiasm or actual organization. Assumption No. 1 is 
the assumption that rules in every southern state: that the Demo- 
cratic voter will find it hard to cross the line and mark a Republican 
ballot. Assumption No. 2 is that the Democrats can carry most of 


the six overwhelmingly Negro and five overwhelmingly Jewish 
wards in Miami and Miami Beach, which voted for New Dealing 
Senator Pepper against the conservative George Smathers in the 


1950 election. Assumption No. 3 is that wherever there is a bloc 
of trade union votes, as among the aircraft maintenance men in 
Miami or the Tampa cigar makers, those voters are expected to 
go Democratic again. 

The Eisenhower leaders do not discount any 
sumptions, They say frankly that unless a substantial body of 
Democrats cross party lines ke cannot carry the state. But some 
signs encourage them. In 1950 there were only 247 Republican 
inet captains; today there are 1,545, plus 49 Democrats for 
enhower clubs. There are registered Republicans today in all 
of Florida’s 67 counties. There are four G.O.P. candidates for 
congress and one for governor. Most important of all, there has 
been an increase of 35% in registration (in Dade County alone 
it has risen from 157,000 to 288,000) and they feel this increase 
favors Eisenhower. 

The Florida campaign for Eisenhower has been run out: 
straight party lines and to a large extent it has been succes: 
keeping the presidential issue separate from local Republican con- 
tests. If the Eisenhower managers can maintain the enthusiasm 
shown so far and capitalize on the known dissatisfaction of many 
Democrats, their candidate can carry the state.

In South Carolina: no Republican votes 


Eisenhower could carry South Carolina without a single official 
Republican vote being cast for him. 

The highest vote the Republican party has polled in this state 
since the turn of the century was 5,386 in 1948. It will be smaller 
this year because the Republicans have officially decided not to 
support their own electors but instead to work and vote for electors 
nominated by the South Carolinians for Eisenhower. This group 
was organized after the state Democratic convention reluctantly 
fulfilled the promise it made to the national convention in Chi. 
cago to put the names of Stevenson and Sparkman on the official 
Democratic ballot. At that time, the “independents” had three 
weeks in which to produce 10,000 signatures on a petition to 
qualify their electors. On the deadline they produced 55,353, an 
impressive total in a state in which the total vote in the last general 
election was only 143,000. (The campaign of insurgency for Ike 
this year gets an accidental lift from the fact that this year for the 
first time South Carolina has a secret ballot. Previously voters had 
to ask for either a Democratic or a Republican ballot before voting.) 

At first glance, this enthusiasm might seem enough to carry 
a state which deserted the party in 1948 to follow her native 
son J. Strom Thurmond and the Dixiecrats. But rebellion has 
bred a counterrevolution led by a formidable state boss, Edgar 
Brown of Barnwell, president pro tempore of the state senate 
and Democratic national committeeman. He is called “the bishop” 
for the velvet-gloved authority he exerts through his influence 
on state appropriations. 

At the Chicago Democratic convention there was no more bel- 
ligerent defender of his state’s rights, no more bitter foe of the 
Fair Dealers than Delegate Brown. During the battle over the 
“loyalty pledge” it was Brown who announced that the South Car- 
olina delegation would leave the convention and never return. But

after Chicago, Mr. Brown realized an independent Republican 
victory would jeopardize his own position in South Carolina. As 
he was once fiercely defiant, Brown is now fiercely loyal. 

“T am not going to see South Carolina sold down the 
Republican party under false pretenses,” he s 

In the current campaign Mr. Brown has the assistance of Senator 
Olin Johnston, who commands the allegiance of the textile mill- 
hands in the Piedmont counties of the northern part of the state. 
South Carolina actively discourages unionism and union organi: 
ers, but her unorganized millhands vote very much as organized 
labor does in the North. 

The principal insurgent in the state is of course South Caro- 
lina’s most illustrious living son, Governor Jimmy Byrnes. At first 
Byrnes, too, intended to vote for Stevenson but changed his mind 
because of Stevenson’s steps to the left. He then planned only to 
make a declaration of faith in Eisenhower and lend the prestige 
of his person and office to the Eisenhower campaign. But he has 
been increasingly drawn into active participation. He is not only 
speaking for Eisenhower in his own state but in Florida as well. 

Byrnes’s enemies ascribe his conversion to Eisenhower to his 
hatred of Truman. “He is just a bitter old man,” they say. This 
is not the whole story. Byrnes makes no secret of his progressive 
disillusionment with the aims, objectives and directions of the 
Fair Deal, but his admiration for General Eisenhower is not new- 
found and opportunistic. He was responsible for introducing the 
bill in Congress which enabled General Marshall to promote Ike 
over the head of his seniors. When Byrnes was War Mobilizer his 
chief aide was General Lucius Clay, one of Ike’s closest confidants 
and advisers. There is no insincerity in Byrnes when he says, “I 
shall place loyalty to my country above loyalty to a political party 
and vote for General Eisenhower.” 

The issues in South Carolina are clear cut. The power of pa- 
tronage and the pull of traditional loyalty are represented by 
Brown. The appeal to labor is made by Johnston. Byrnes stands

In Virginia Byrd may have tipped the scales 


The Eisenhower campaign in Virginia began swiftly last September 
without the direct uuragement of any Democrat. It gained 
ground with the successive ‘declarations of Byrnes Kennon and 
Shivers for the Republican candidate and as in Virginia itself 
doubts began to grow concerning the attitude of the man who is 
both the boss and brains of the Demoers machine, Senator 
Harry F, Byrd. In the early weeks of the campaign the senator su 
cessfully evaded pursuit by reporters by taking refuge in his 
apple orchards, but last week all doubt about his attitude was 
ended. Though he refused to endorse the general explicitly, Byrd 
launched a devastating and specific attack on Governor Steven 

“After Governor Stevenson was nominated,” he said, 
thought was expressed that, as the candidate of the Democratic 
National Party, he would assert an independence of thought and 
action and would give assurance that, if elected, he would change 
the course of Trumanism, a continuation of which, in the minds 
of many people, means ultimate disaster. I had that hope myself. 
I have looked in vain for any signs of such independent action.” 

‘The acknowledged leader of Virginia’s Democratic machine thu 
in effect, invited his followers to vote as their consciences dic- 
tated.

Not all Virginia Democrats feel as does Senator Byrd. All mem- 
bers of Virginia's congressional delegation, except Byrd and the 
congressman from his district, have formally endorsed the national 
ticket. But few have actually worked or spoken for it. Governor 
John S. Battle, an old friend and associate of Byrd, introduced 
Stevenson in Richmond and later spoke for him at political meet- 
ings, But for a long time his loyalty was so conspicuous among his 
fellow party members that one state senator called him and said, 
“Governor, aren't you lonely’ 

“Not if you mean my wife’s away,” said Battle. “She got back 
ago.” 

‘aid the senator, “I mean politically. You and I seem to 
be the only Stevenson supporters in Richmond.” 

However, Battle will have company. Next year Virginia elects a 
governor, and even the Democrats who do not like Stevenson will 
not want to surrender the state house. With an'eye on future elec- 
tions, these Democrats, rather than be challenged on their party 
loyalty, will continue to stand with the party. 

But so far most of the enthusiasm and energy seems to be on 
one side—Eisenhower’s side. His campaign men are relative new- 
comers to Virginia politics: Robert Hatcher, head of the Atlantic 
Life Insurance and Colonel Mills Neal, a former member of 
SHAEF.

‘Vote Texan—Vote Eisenhower’ 


In Texas, Ike started out with an enormous natural advantage: 
he was born there. He improved upon it by winning influential 
friends. The governor and every important member of the state 
administration, with the exception of the commissioner of agricul- 
ture, are committed to saukiover. So is the senator-elect, Price 
Daniel, So are three of the six living ex-governors. So are the rich- 
est of Texas's millionair . L. Hunt of Dallas and H. R. Cullen 
of Houston. So are most of Texas's daily newspapers. 

‘The rejuvenated Texas Republican party claims to have 65,000 
precinct workers actively soliciting votes for the general. On every 
highway signboards remind the driver, “Be a Texan—Vote Ike.” 

The Eisenhower movement in Texas is genuinely bipartisan. The 
Republican campaign headquarters in Fort Worth enjoys the clos- 
est cooperation with the political technicians who work under the 
direction of Democratic Governor Allan Shivers in Austin. The 
state chairmen for both parties are law partners in Dallas. 

There have been repeated attempts to list the electors on the 
Republican slate as independent Democrats, a move held illegal by 
the Texas courts. But now the Attorney General has ruled that 
write-in votes for Eisenhower can be counted. Such votes may be 
cast by scratching out the names of Stevenson or Sparkman and 
writing Ike’s in, or by writing Ike’s name in a special column pro- 
vided for the purpose. 

Ike has gained steadily in Texas since the campaign for him be- 
gan in September. In “the Texas poll” sponsored by 17 newspapers 
he came from behind to equal Stevenson and last week he passed 
him (Eisenhower: 44%; Stevenson: 41%; Undecided: 15%). Super- 
ficially every tangible sign points to an Eisenhower sweep. Yet 
healthy doubt remains, for the Eisenhower campaign has not yet 
reached the "40 acre’’ farmers who have been the political anchor 
of the Democratic party. Nor has the drive made headway in east 
Texas, which reflects the conservative attitude of the old South 
rather than the hearty optimism that infects all other Texans. 
Also, “Mr. Sam” has become active in the campaign. 

Mr. Sam is the Honorable (and redoubtable) Sam Rayburn, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, who has been content to 
sit out other elections in the confident knowledge that the party 
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“MR, SAM," Speaker of the House Rayburn, directs Steven- 
son's campaign by telephone from Hotel Adolphus suite in Dallas.

he Republican espousal of states’ rights on the tidelands issue 
definitely helps Eisenhower in Texas despite the fact that little oil 
has been proved to exist in the state’s coastal waters. With their 
usual unshakable optimism Texans seem convinced that the oil is 
there.

The still solid states 


In only one southern state does the old pattern of Democratic 
ilars seem to hold closely to the old traditional pattern. This is 
kansas. Here Democratic leaders expect to carry Arkansas for 
Stevenson by 150,000 votes. 

Across the river in Mississippi a lot of political energy now bein 
expended on Ike’s behalf seems wasted. Here not one but thre 
separate lists of electors, each representing a faction at odds with 
the other, is being offered to the voter on Ike's behalf. Such con- 
fusion would seem automatically to assure the state for Stevenson, 

The loyalty of Alabama seems guaranteed by the Democratic 
nomination of her native son John Sparkman. But undiscouraged 
by this handicap the Eisenhower clubs have shown extraordinary 
energy and organizing ability, so much so that many political re- 
porters here hedge their forecasts by saying that Ike has an out- 
side chance to win the state. 

Whatever chance the general had in Georgia, where he was given 
an enthusiastic reception on his first southern toui y have been 
sacrificed for political principle. There the reorganized Republican 
party, which fought and won a hard battle for recognition at the 
Chicago convention, was offered a deal by Governor Herman Tal- 
madge. If it would enter an independent slate of electors, which 
would be for Eisenhower but not bear the Republican label, he 
would support this slate. The Republicans realized that acceptance 
of Talmadge aid on Talmadge’s terms would mean becoming a cap- 
tive minority and therefore refused. Now Talmadge, who openly 
expresses his distrust for Stevenson, predicts that the Democrats 
will carry the state by 200,000 votes. 

In the states of Tenne: Kentucky and North Carolina, where 
the Republicans have long had a foothold, the presidential con- 
test tends to be more of a two-part fight, but with the odds defi- 
nitely favoring the Democratic majority. 

To carry Tennessee, Eisenhower must not only hold all the nor- 
mally Republican east counties but make substantial gains in the 
Democratic sections of that state, particularly Shelby County, 
the domain of Boss Crump of Memphis. Crump has said he is for 
Stevenson, but his machine is not working for the ticket. In Ken- 
tucky the Republicans are so weak financially that they are fight- 
ing what Senate Candidate John Sherman Cooper calls “a barefoot 
campaign.” Here the Eisenhower crusade has not caught fire as 
elsewhere in the South. The “eggheads,” the Negroes and the

These qualities are well represented in their two senators, Mike 
Monroney and Robert Kerr, who have both been energetically cam- 
paigning for Stevenson. Atthe moment they are claiming every! thing 
south of the Rock Island Railroad, the area known as “Little Dixie.” 


The South regains political power 


It is true that the Eisenhower campaign in the South is every- 
where centered on a man rather than a party, but it does provide 
an outlet for real political pressures and opinions that have for a 
long time had no adequate national expression within the frame- 
work of the South’s antiquated and outdated one-party system. If 
the campaign is another sign that the South is joining the nation 
it is also a sign that a permanent realignment of political forces is 
in the makin; 

In state pol in the South the one-party em will survive 
this election as it survived the breaks of 1928 and 1948, but no 
one can say for how long. 

The Democrats who voted for Hoover were forgiven in many 
states because it was felt that their defection was not primarily 
political, They voted against Smith as a matter of conscience rather 
than out of political self-interest. The breach between the Dixie- 
crat and Democrat has never healed enti and there is no longer 
the certainty among many conservative Democrats that the party 
truly represents the South’s interests. 

When the solid South held a veto power over the Democratic 
party they could be sure it was in the interest of the South to re- 
main solidly Democratic. The power vanished years ago when the 
party abolished the rule by which the nominee had to have a two- 
thirds majority of convention delegates. The illusion lingered 
on for a while. The conventions of 1948 and 1952 finally disillu- 
sioned the South by demonstrating that it no longer had the power 
of decision within the Democratic party. As a region the South’s 
future no longer rests necessarily within one party. The 
South as a potent political factor is gone. But the doubtful 
will remain a power to be courted and catered to. In the future no 
presidential candidate will ever be able to take it for granted,

Blocks’ Variety 


In 1942, while sauntering through a New York 
art gallery, Leigh and Mary Block spotted a 
painting by Vincent van Gogh, a self-portrait 
which the artist made in Arles in 1889 just 
after he had cut off his ear. The Blocks were so 
impressed by the picture that they promptly 
bought it and from that moment, says Mrs. 
Block, “we were lost.” Over the next 10 years 
they expanded their collection to 92 oils and 
watercolors and 23 pieces of sculpture, all of 
the highest quality. 

Collecting was not a new hobby for the 
couple. As an ardent bibliophile, Leigh Block 
had assembled an estimable collection of rare 
books and manuscripts. His wife, the daughter 
of the late Albert Lasker who was a well-known 
collector of Matisse and other moderns, had 
herself always leaned toward art. But after one 
or two cautious purchases on her own in the

Russell Tyson was born 85 years ago in China, and Oriental 
culture has dominated his life ever since. His father, a mer- 
chant, filled his home in Peking with Chinese furniture, and 
when he returned to the U.S. he brought it all with him, But 
it was the discovery of Korean art that made a confirmed 
Orientalist out of Russell Tyson. On his first trip back to 
Asia in 1909 he noticed some celandine Korean pottery in 
the U.S. embassy in Peking.

THE END OF POLIO IS IN SIGHT AT LAST 


Two sets of scientists come up with vaccines which promise conquest of the disease in this decade 


For years scientists have been looking for a way 
to stop polio and Americans have been drop- 
ping dimes in collection cans to support their 
search. This month two impressive progress 
reports were released, one by March of Dimes 
sponsored scientists at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
the other by Lederle Laboratories. Both 
institutions announced they have developed 
experimental vaccines to a point which assures 
a practical preventive will be found. Unless 
progress is far slower than now seems likely, 
the preventive will be available before 1960. 
The scientists’ success is based upon two 
facts about polio. The first is that the disease 
is caused by three distinct types of viruses, 
which are called Brunhilde, Lansing and Leoti. 
The second fact is that the polio viruses, like 
most other germs, cause a victim’s body to 
produce antibodies which can neutralize vi- 
ruses. If there are enough antibodies, they 
can halt the disease before paralysis sets in. 
These facts suggested that a vaccine could be 


developed which would bring about the pro- 
duction of protective antibodies in the blood. 

At Johns Hopkins the scientists decided that 
the only truly safe viruses are dead viruses. 
They made a vaccine by killing some viruses 
with Formalin. Then, after testing this vaccine 
on monkeys to make sure that it contained no 
live viruses or any other hidden hazard, Dr. 
Howard A. Howe injected it into the muscles 
of six children. 

Howe did not expose the children to polio. 
From blood samples, however, he determined 
that all six had developed surprisingly high 
levels of protective antibodies against Lansing 
and Leon virus types and some against the 
third type, Brunhilde. But before the vaccine 
can be used on a large scale, it must be made 
stronger against the Brunhilde type and must 
be adapted to the techniques of mass-produc- 
tion (next page). And it must be tested on thou- 
sands of animals and on more human subjects 
to make sure that it is safe as well as effective.

DRUG FIRM’S VACCINE 
IS ‘COOLED-OFF’ VIRUS 


The drug company that first puts on 
sale an effective polio vaccine is sure 
of a vast and grateful market. Three 
weeks ago Dr. Herald Cox (left) re- 
vealed that his company, Lederle Lab- 
oratories, thinks it is nearing that goal. 
Instead of using a vaccine of dead 
polio viruses, as did Johns Hopkins’ 
researchers, Lederle scientists “cool 
off” a living Lansing type virus until 
it no longer causes disease, They be- 
lieve tame but live viruses will cause 
more effective antibody formation. 
To “cool” the virus Lederle’s Dr. 
Arden Moyer grows it in the brain of 
a hamster, an animal not normally 
susceptible to polio, then transplants it to other hamsters. At each 
transplant the virus adapts itself to become more virulent to hamsters 
but in doing so becomes less virulent to apes and presumably to man. 
After 100-odd transfers it no longer produces polio in monkeys. In- 
stead it immunizes them. This “modified” virus can be grown 
chicken eggs, making mass production But before Lederle re- 
leases its vaccine it wants to make it potent io types and 
will haye to prove the modified virus will not revert to its lethal state.

His head was topped by a special 
tarboosh wrapped in a gleaming white turban, his shoes pat 
ent leather with patent-leather strings. He was small in height but 
he had the chest, shoulders and hands of a middleweight wrestler. 
His face was that of a jolly elf. His blue eyes twinkled above his 
smiling mouth, His close-clipped beard, once sandy colored, was 
now almost uniformly gray. He was one of the most kindly, gentle- 
appearing men I have ever seen. 

But I knew this was Haj Amin el Husseini, the former Mufti of 
Jerusalem and the most fabulous and feared of Middle East killers. 

Now in his late 50s, foxy Haj Amin is the offs 
Jerusalem’s best Arab families. He was educated in Turkish schools 
and spe year at Al Ahzar, Cairo’s famed Moslem University. 
He hardly had time to make the pilgrimage to Mecca before World 
War I broke out. He served as an officer in the Turkish army 
against the British-sponsored revolt in the desert, but when the 
British won he made peace with them and became a customs offi- 
cial, then did a short stint as a teacher. In 1920 a British court 
sentenced him to 10 years in prison for instigating anti-Jewish re- 
volts. A year later Sir Herbert Samuel, a Jew who was then British 
High Commissioner in Palestine, was instrumental in getting a par- 
don for him and later helped him get the position of Mufti of 
Jerusalem, or interpreter of religious laws, and president of the 
Moslem Supreme Council, or administrative head of the Arab re- 
ligious community in Palestine. He thereby gained control of the 
religious community's funds. With this power in his hand, Haj 
Amin became the autocratic ruler of the Jerusalem Arabs. He 
promptly and ruthlessly wiped out all opposition, never hesitating 
to kill when he considered killing necessary. 

As mufti he became a fanatic enemy of the Jews and of the Brit- 
ish who had helped build a Jewish homeland in Palestine. Then 
World War II began and Haj Amin saw his chance to strike while 
Hitler appeared to be crushing Britain. He instigated terrorism in 
Jerusalem. The British drove him from the city. He fled to Lebanon, 
then appeared in Bagdad, where he worked effectively behind the 
scenes in the anti-British revolt in Iraq in 1941. The British drove 
him to Iran. While the British and the Russians moved into Iran, 
Haj Amin escaped to Europe and headed straight for Berlin, From 
there he broadcast to Arabs and helped organize Croat and other 
Moslems against Tito. After the war he escaped to France, and 
then to Egypt where in 1946 King Farouk gave him sanctuary and 
a pension, which is continued under the regime of General Naguib. 
During the Palestine war the mufti’s holy fighters terrorized Jews, 
blew up houses and killed many people; but they were no more ef- 
fective than the rest of the Arab forces. 

This was the Haj Amin who now sat across from me, sipping 
sweet Turkish coffee and looking angelic.

When Germany occupied France she didn’t 
infringe on private property. Now the Allies occupy Germany and 
they respect this right. Yet today in Palestine the situation is 
different. Let's reverse the situation. Suppose some Arab state 
drove the Jews from the country and laid its hands on Jewish 
property. What would be the attitude of the U.N., Britain and 
America? Yet this is the case in Israel today. Refugees live on 
the border where they can see their land being tilled and their 
houses occupied by foreigners, while they face a fifth winter in 
tents. How long are Britain and America going to be silent on 
this question?” 

I asked if there were not some kind of compromise. 
“No unjust or unfair solution can be accepted. No man will ac- 
cept anything in exchange for his country. There’s no solution

except the return of the Palestinians to their land and homes.” 

He was silent a moment, then went on: “The Palestine problem 
seems quite simple, You say it concerns only a million and a 
half Palestinians. But actually it is much deeper, much more 
important. Palestine is a sacred place to millions of people in 
various parts of the world. Palestine is the deep concern of all 
Arabs, all Moslems,” 

He paused again, then said with great emphasis, “On the solu- 
tion of Palestine depends the whole future relationship between the 
Moslem world on one side and Britain and America on the other. It 
is clear to all Moslems that those responsible for inserting the dag- 
ger of Israel in the body of the Arab world are not Jews alone, but 
also the British who worked many years to establish Israel; and 
unfortunately, in later years, the Americans shared the responsi- 
bility of this serious step. 

“You mustn't believe there is any possibility of real, sincere, 
hearty cooperation between the peoples of the Moslem world on 
the one hand and Britain and America on the other without a just 
solution in Palestine. There might be some governments and some 
officials who, out of courtesy or private reasons, say we want to 
cooperate and would like to cooperate. But the people themselves 
will never be sincere in cooperation so long as Britain and the U.S. 
stick to their present policy toward Israel.” 


The angelic look disappears 


AJ AMIN was warming to the task. He removed his tarboosh. 

‘The effect was startling. He has only a couple of inches of fore- 
head in front of a bald skull which slopes back steeply. His ear 
lobes are so close to his head they are virtually indented. Without 
the headgear he loses the look of angelic amiability. 

He talked on, in his soft, musical Arabic. “It might occur to 
you to ask what change I believe necessary in the British and 
American policy,” he said, and paused. I nodded. He smiled. “We 
don’t ask Britain or America to undo what they have done or re- 
pair what they have spoiled. We ask only the simple and just thing. 
Britain and America should from now on take a neutral attitude in 
the conflict between Arabs and Moslems on the one hand and the 
Jewish world on the other. This neutrality should be military, 
economic and political. By this | mean Britain and America should 
not help us, and should not help the Jews. If Britain and the U.S. 
will adopt this attitude of neutrality, the Arabs and Moslems will 
be their friends. We are ready to forget what both have done and 
begin a wholehearted cooperation.” He leaned back, smiled, and 
held out his hands. “Can you think of any more simple, just de- 
mand for friendship and real sincere cooperation?” 

Then his voice hardened. “If the British and Americans do not 
at least take a neutral attitude,” he said, “we Arabs and Moslems 
shall take a neutral attitude in the conflict between East and West. 
If Britain gave a promise to the Jews, she has long ago fulfilled it. 
Similarly America has given Israel an important hand. Why 
doesn’t she now be satisfied with that much and adopt neutrality? 
If the British and Americans will not adopt this simple demand 
for neutrality, the Arab people will have every reason to believe

that they support the Jewish ambition to uproot Arabs from the 
Middle East.” 

He paused before summing up. “In order to understand anoth- 
er’s point of view, you must put yourself in his place. If you were 
an Arab, what would be your feeling toward the people supporting 
your enemy? Would you request anything short of neutrality?” 

His eyes narrowed and he leaned forward, his pink dome glisten- 
ing under the unshaded light bulb. Abruptly then he opened a 
new subject. 

“Americans look on me as a Hitlerite because I went to Germany 
during the war. I believe the reasons I went are justifiable. In Pales- 
tine the English tried to capture me, to take me to a desert island. 
Tran away to Syria. The French tried to capture me and I went to 
Iraq. Later I had to go to Iran, Marshal Wavell put -thousand- 
pound price on my head. I tried to stay in Turkey, but under Brit- 
ish pressure the Turks wouldn’t let me stay. I had to go to Europe. 
Where in Europe could I go? England? France? The only place was 
Germany. In my radio talks I never spoke against America. I used 
to mention Britain, but I limited myself to injustices Britain had 
done to the Arabs in general and Palestinians in particular. Be- 
cause I did this, Americans look on me as an enemy.” 

Having unburdened himself, he returned to his primary argu- 
ment. Why did America risk the hostility of 500 million Moslems 
just to please the Jews and Britain? Wouldn’t it be better for 
America to be friends with both sides? Then she could truly be 
a peacemaker. 

“We are not a small nation,” he argued. ‘The Moslems number 
500 millions. Such a group can’t be wiped out; neither can its in- 
terests be overlooked. Isn’t it in the interest of America to be 
friendly with such a group, regardless of humanitarianism and 
justice? This friendship will come with American neutrality.” 
What about the common assertion that the Arabs planned to 
drive the Jews into the sea, that in the Arab mind the only solution 
is a second round of fighting which would wipe out all the Jews 
now in Israel? 

He spoke with feeling. “We don't mean at all to eliminate the 
Jews. Not at all. If Britain and America would stop supporting 
Israel now, 80% of their extremism and fanaticism would immedi- 
ppear. ‘Then and only then can we come to an under- 
standing with them, When their extremism is gone we can bring 
about a right and just solution. No, the elimination of the Jews is 
not in our program. We have no idea of wiping them out, ‘The 
Jews lived among us for 13 centuries as a minority and we protect- 
ed them. This idea you mention is not in our thought and has 
never been in our hi tory. We Moslems were always known for 
tolerance with minorities.’ 

Tt was late and I rose to go. But first Haj Amin took me out onto 
the hillside yard of his sammer hideaw fhe stars were out now. 
We shook hands and my guide-interpreter and I went up the hill- 
side path, our way lit by candles that had been placed on the rocks. 
As we drove away, the candles were snuffed out. It was dark and 
lonely once again. 

What Haj Amin had said was one man’s point of view. There 
were other powerful viewpoints to contradict his argument. But it 
was one shared by thousands of important and millions of unim- 
portant people in an extremely sensitive part of the world.
